New Nova Centre plan unveiled 


Public meeting. 

Closure of Grafton 
Street, modern look 
main issues 


About 150 people attended 
a public meeting Thursday 
night as developer Joe Ramia 
and designers presented a 
new plan for the Nova Centre 
that came about after public 


consultation last fall. 

“The project was com¬ 
pletely scrapped from where 
we were. It’s brand new,” 
Ramia said. 

He said after hearing con¬ 
cerns from the nearby Mar¬ 
riott Hotel, the designers 
moved the luxuiy hotel to the 
corner of Prince and Grafton 
streets, positioned both finan¬ 
cial towers (16 and 15 storeys) 
above Argyle, and moved the 
parking entrance on Grafton. 


Architect Jamie Wright 
said the public wanted light 
and colour, so they included 
more glass, windows and blue 
panels outside as well as brick 
columns and a water feature 
on Sackville Street. 

A sticking point for many 
was the idea of closing off a 
street to create a square for 
concerts, markets or other 
events because it would be an 
exception to the municipal 
strategy. 


“I think it’s a flaw in the 
design,” said Gaiy Hurst, head 
of the Grafton-Connor Group 
who own multiple restau¬ 
rants. 

Hurst said it will be dif¬ 
ficult to navigate without 
the Grafton access, and his 
businesses have already ex¬ 
perienced “significant down¬ 
turn.” 

Resident Graham Wells 
said he values Halifax’s herit¬ 
age, but doesn’t think the city 


should “paralyze” economic 
development to ensure noth¬ 
ing rises above six storeys. 

“We’re taking a risk in 
terms of the convention cen¬ 
tre ... but we need some kind 
of catalyst that will push the 
city forward,” said Wells. 

The new design still 
needs the approval of Halifax 
regional council. 

The centre is tentatively 
scheduled to be completed in

The national franchise 
behind one of HRM’s 
gourmet burger joints is 
promising to re-open the 
restaurant after the local 
owners shut it down. 

The Works Gourmet 
Burger Bistro closed 
abruptly on Wednesday, 
and owner Alan Gamer laid 
the blame squarely on the 
franchise’s head office. 

“We thank you #halifax 
for the #burgerlove,” tweet¬ 
ed @TheWorksHalifax. “No 
support from (head office) 
in ON is the reason we 
closed our doors.” 

A handwritten note 
posted on the door to the 
Doyle Street location states, 
“The staff, management 
and owners of this Works 
franchise send their love. 
Unfortunately, the Works 
head office in Oakville, 
Ontario does not send you 
the same.” 

A press release from the 
Works head office states the 
closing came as a surprise. 

“The decision to close 
was not ours and we want 
our guests to know that 
it’s our intention to reopen 
for business as soon as 
possible with our great 
local Halifax team,” states 
president Andy O’Brien in 
the release. 

The Halifax location 
had been open for just over 
eight months. The release 
states it had reached “re¬ 
spectable” sales figures and 
a loyal customer base. 

It was one of several 
gourmet burger joints that 
opened in quick succession, 
including CheeseCurds, Ace 
Burger Co., Flipburger and 
Relish, metro 


Crime. Bedford man in 
wheelchair has dune 
buggy stolen 


Ricky Hillier says he will never 
forget the Christmas his older 
brother gave him a dune buggy, 
but is now asking the public for 
help after it was stolen from his 
Bedford driveway. 

Hillier, 21, has used a wheel¬ 
chair since he was bom and al¬ 
tered the hand controls on the 


dune buggy himself so he could 
drive it along the beach in the 
summertime. 

“I don’t know why some¬ 
body would want it,” Hillier 
said Thursday afternoon. 

Around 7 a.m. Wednesday, 
Hillier said he looked out of the 
window of his apartment at 357 
Larry Uteclc Blvd. and noticed 
the dune buggy and its trailer 
were missing. He said the only 
things left were the wheel 
stoppers. 

“I was not happy,” Hillier 
said. “It was just something un¬ 


expected.” 

Const. Pierre Bourdages, 
spokesperson for Halifax 
Regional Police, said they be¬ 
lieve the buggy was stolen 
between midnight and 2 a.m. 
Wednesday. 

“It was a locked trailer, 
so someone obviously used a 
vehicle to tow it away,” Bourd¬ 
ages said. 

Hillier said it was a “really 
nice surprise” when he got 
the buggy for Christmas three 
years ago. 

“My older brother bought 


it for me. I’ll never forget (that) 
day,” Hillier said. “I just don’t 
want to see it wrecked and 
mined.”

An elderly man pulled from 
his burning north-end Hali¬ 
fax home on Thursday has 
died in hospital. 

The victim’s neighbour, 
Corrine Smith, called 911 


when she saw smoke com¬ 
ing out of the windows of 
the house at 3631 Acadia St. 
around 3 p.m. 

The 92-year-old man, 
Smith said, often walked up 
and down the street a few 
times a day. She said she 
heard him yelling for help 
“for a short time” before the 
firefighters arrived. 

“He’s just a nice, healthy 
old man that never hurt any¬ 
body,” Smith said, wiping a 
tear from her eye, as she wor¬ 
ried for his well-being.

An investigation into the 
cause of the fire is continuing. 


chief, said crews were on 
scene within a few minutes 
and began fighting a fire on 
the first floor. He said they 
found the man lying on a 
bed in a room on the second 
floor, and no one else was in 
the house. 

“He was unconscious 
when we pulled him out,” 


Hollett said. 

There was heavy damage 
to the first floor and smoke 
damage to the second, he 
added. 

The man was taken to 
hospital in an ambulance, 
and around 9:30 p.m. Halifax 
Regional Police issued a re¬ 
lease saying that he had died. 

Police say the cause of 
the man’s death remains un¬ 
determined pending the com¬ 
pletion of an autopsy. 

The victim’s name isn’t be¬ 
ing released pending notifica¬ 
tion of his next of kin. 


Macintosh sex-abuse case. 

Findings to be released 


Justice Minister Peter MacKay 
will announce the findings 
Friday of an internal federal 
government review into the 
case of Ernest Fenwick Mac¬ 
intosh. 

MacKay ordered the re¬ 
view last month, saying the 
sexual abuse case has con¬ 
cerned him for years. 

Earlier this year, the Su¬ 
preme Court of Canada up¬ 
held a lower court ruling 
that threw out 17 sexual 
abuse convictions against 
Macintosh because the case 
took too long to get to trial. 

The review was launched 
to examine the process to 
extradite Macintosh and the 
issues surrounding his pass¬ 
port and border control. 

Macintosh was in India 
working as a consultant 
when the sex abuse allega¬ 
tions first surfaced in Nova 
Scotia in 1995. 

But he wasn’t extradited 
to Canada until 2007 and his 



first trial didn’t start until 
2010. 

Macintosh’s passport was 
renewed in 1997 and in 2002, 
despite the fact he faced out¬ 
standing charges and a war¬ 
rant had been issued for his 
arrest. 

Passport Canada said in 
July that it has revised its 
policies as a result of the 
case.

Woman gave homeless man hot 
chocolate hours before he died 


Berwick. Local police still 
ruling death of Harley 
Lawrence as suspicious 
following Wednesday 
night bus-shelter fire 


The first time Jennifer Gaudet 
saw Harley Lawrence, widely 
known as Berwick’s homeless 
man, may be the last time 
anyone saw him alive. 

The 62-year-old man died 
in an overnight fire on Wed¬ 
nesday in a downtown bus 
shelter. Lawrence had been 
living on Berwick streets 
since the spring. 

Gaudet was in Berwick for 
a hockey game on Tuesday 
evening. When she dropped 
into the local Tim Hortons 
about 10 p.m., she saw a man 
huddled on the sidewalk be¬ 
tween the coffee shop and 
the bank. 

“I had heard about Ber¬ 
wick’s homeless man veiy re-

cently and wondered, ‘Is that 
him?”’ 

After confirming with Tim 
Hortons staff that Lawrence 
was living on the streets, she 
purchased him a hot choco¬ 
late. 

“I just had this overwhelm¬ 
ing feeling that I should do 
this for him. But when I came 
out, he was gone,” said Gau¬ 
det. 

She saw Lawrence heading 
north on Commercial Street 
in the rain and followed him 
to the Kings Transit shelter, 
where he was settling in for 
the night and laying down on 
a cardboard mat upon her ar¬ 
rival. 

“I offered him the hot 


chocolate, he asked what was 
in it, then accepted it with 
thanks.” 

Gaudet said she wasn’t 
afraid and didn’t feel threat¬ 
ened in any way despite the 
fact the night was dark and 
no one else was out on the 
street at the time. When she 
left Lawrence, it was 10:15 
p.m. Little more than eight 
hours later, she learned of the 
fire and death in Berwick and 
of the community’s belief 
that Lawrence was the victim. 

“It was such a gut-wrench¬ 
ing feeling to think I may 
have been the last person to 
talk to him or offer him a 
kindness.” 

Gaudet immediately con¬ 
tacted RCMP and was inter¬ 
viewed by them at 11 a.m. 
that morning. She recounted 
her previous night’s inter¬ 
action with Lawrence to 
members of the Valley’s ma¬ 
jor crime unit. 

“I told them I didn’t see 
him smoking,” she said.

A Nova Scotia judge has ac¬ 
cepted that former provincial 
cabinet minister Percy Paris 
has completed an adult diver¬ 
sion program, which means 
the charges laid against him in 
May after he assaulted another 


politician have been with¬ 
drawn. 

Paris was charged with as¬ 
sault and uttering threats after 
an incident involving Liberal 
member Keith Colwell. The 
66-year-old Paris resigned as 
minister of economic and rural 
development shortly after, 
saying he lost his composure 
during the incident outside a 
washroom at the legislature. 

Paris remained the NDP 


member for Waverley-Fall 
River-Beaverbanlc until he was 
defeated in the Oct. 8 general 
election. His replacement, Lib¬ 
eral Bill Home, was sworn in 
Thursday. 

The adult diversion pro¬ 
gram is intended as an alterna¬ 
tive to the court process for 
minor criminal offences where 
the offender must accept re¬ 
sponsibility for his or her ac¬ 
tions and the victim avoids the 


stress of legal proceedings. The 
program, in operation in Nova 
Scotia since 1996, is common 
for those without a criminal 
record who are facing charges 
related to non-violent crimes. 

Corrections officials had 
the option of requesting coun¬ 
selling, a formal apology, com¬ 
munity service, a mediation 
hearing or financial compensa¬ 
tion, among other measures.

First 
paraplegic elected to serve 
as Speaker in Nova Scotia 


Kevin Murphy made his¬ 
tory Thursday when he be¬ 
came the first paraplegic 
to serve as the Speaker of 
the Nova Scotia legislature, 
an accomplishment he says 
sends a message that people 
can overcome physical dis¬ 
abilities to achieve anything. 
Murphy, who became para¬ 
lyzed after suffering an injuiy 
in a hockey game at the age of 
14, was elected to the role two 
weeks after winning his riding 
of Eastern Shore in the provin¬ 
cial election. 

“It really shows that people, 
regardless of their level of 
physical disability, can do any¬ 
thing at all,” he said outside 
the legislative chambers after 
he was elected. The 43-year- 
old, who was an entrepreneur 
before running for the Liber¬ 
als, described himself as a typ¬ 
ical “all-Canadian kid” whose 
early life centred around hock¬ 
ey. He said that changed when 
he slipped and fell during a 
game in March 1985, cracking 
the fifth vertebrae in his neck. 
He was instantly paralyzed.

Murphy credited his parents 
for how he has approached life 
since his accident. “The val¬ 
ues were instilled in me that 
anything is possible,” he said. 
“I’m just the same as eveiy- 
body else. I just happen to use 
a wheelchair.” Moments after 
he was confirmed Speaker, 
Murphy thanked the members 
of the house in an impromptu 
speech. 

“We’ll work together and 
we’ll keep an air of decorum 
here and a spirit of co-oper¬ 
ation with the best interests 
of the people of Nova Scotia at 
heart,” he said to applause. 

Premier Stephen McNeil, 
who nominated Murphy to be 
Speaker, said he was impressed 
by how he worked across party 
lines prior to being elected to 
bring about changes that will 
see all provincial constituency 
offices accessible within three 
years. 

“His impromptu speech at 
the end I think sums it up and 
should show Nova Scotians 
why I have so much confi¬ 
dence in Kevin,” said McNeil.

Sex-assault claim. Sask. 
woman who felt ignored 
by police turns to YouTube 


A Saskatoon woman has turned 
to YouTube to have her voice 
heard after she says her allega¬ 
tions of sexual assault were dis¬ 
missed by police. 

In a video uploaded to You¬ 
Tube on Tuesday, 29-year-old 
Rebecca Campbell levels the ac¬ 
cusations against her co-work¬ 
ers at a local restaurant. 

Campbell alleges the ordeal 
began 10 years ago after an ac¬ 
quaintance took advantage of 
her. “We had been at a party 
together and at the time I was 
actually homeless,” Campbell 
told Metro. “He had offered to 
let me crash on his couch for a 
couple days, so I left the party 


with him and he attacked me 
and raped me.” 

Although she said she ori¬ 
ginally went to the police, she 
feels she was dismissed. 

A spokesperson for the Sas¬ 
katoon Police Service, Alyson 
Edwards, said upon seeing 
the video, an officer from the 
sex-crimes division contacted 
Campbell. 

“We wanted to reach out 
to her right away so we could 
resolve any issues or con¬ 
cerns that she has and we 
wanted her to know that we 
do take her complaint veiy 
seriously,” said Edwards.

Getting nasty. 

Debate continues to 
rage over bid to oust 
disgraced senators Duffy,

The Harper government’s bid 
for summary execution of 
senators Mike Duffy, Pamela 
Wallin and Patrick Brazeau 
has turned into an agoniz¬ 
ingly slow soap opera that is 
exposing a nasty — and in¬ 
creasingly personal — family 
feud within the Conservative 
caucus. 

Debate over government 
motions to suspend, without 
pay, the three erstwhile Con¬ 
servatives continued to rage 
in the Senate for the third 
straight day — with no end 
in sight. 

Thursday’s debate saw 


Marjoiy LeBreton, former 
government leader in the 
Senate, fire back at Duffy 
for alleging she was part of a 
“monstrous” conspiracy to in¬ 
timidate him into accepting a 
secret deal to pay back ineli¬ 
gible expenses or face being 
disqualified from sitting in 
the Senate. 

She variously described 
Duffy’s claims as “utterly 
preposterous,” “blatant false¬ 
hood” and “stretching credu- 
lity.” 

And, although LeBre¬ 
ton didn’t directly question 
Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper’s judgment in ap¬ 
pointing Duffy to the upper 
chamber, she revealed that 
she was never a fan of the 
former broadcast journalist, 
who hosted a daily show on 
federal politics until his ele¬ 
vation to the Senate in 2009. 

“I sometimes found my¬ 
self ... frustrated by his style 
of journalism, trading as he

Customer relations. 

Two black shoppers 
say they were stopped 
by police after making 
luxury purchases 


Barneys department store 
says it has retained a civil 
rights expert to lead a review 


of its policies and has reached 
out to New York community 
leaders to start a dialogue 
after it was accused of racially 
profiling shoppers. 

Two black customers say 
they were questioned by po¬ 
lice after they made purchases 
at the store. One of them has 
filed a discrimination lawsuit 
against Barneys, the city and its 
police department; the other 


has filed a complaint with the 
city’s police watchdog. 

According to a lawsuit filed 
Monday, 19-year-old Trayon 
Christian purchased a $350 
Ferragamo belt and was ac¬ 
costed by undercover officers 
after leaving. The lawsuit said 
he showed identification, the 
receipt and debit card to the 
officers, but he was told the ID 
was false and “that he could 


not afford to make such an 
expensive purchase.” He was 
allegedly held in a precinct 
cell for more than two hours 
before being released with no 
charges filed. It said the inci¬ 
dent was due to “discrimina¬ 
tion based on plaintiff’s race 
and age as he was a young 
black American male.” 

A second shopper, Kayla 
Phillips, 21, told the media 
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Wednesday that she was sur¬ 
rounded by police after pur¬ 
chasing a $2,500 Celine hand¬ 
bag. They demanded to know 
why she used a debit card 
without a name on it, she 
said. Phillips explained it was 
a temporaiy card. After show¬ 
ing ID and a new card that 
had arrived in the mail, they 
let her go. She also intends to

Chatty Pacific 
killer whales go 
quiet: Scientists 

Vancouver Aquarium 
researchers are puzzled 
by changes seen in killer 
whale pods that live off 
British Columbia and Alaska. 

Dr. Lance Barrett- 
Lennard says the resident 
pods have lost seven older 
females over the past two 
years, and he’s noticed 
a lack of vocalizations 
from the normally chatty 
mammals. 

Whales use sound to 
find each other, to locate 
prey and just to communi¬ 
cate, he said. The whales 
appear to be foraging 


actively and behaving 
normally in other ways. 

The aquarium’s cet¬ 
acean research team says 
the whales were also seen 
the past two summers 
travelling in small groups, 
further offshore to find 
food — behaviour more 
typical in winter. 

At the same time, 
Barrett-Lennard said the 
number of the rarer Bigg’s 
killer whales has been 
increasing over the past 
25 years, and the two spe¬ 
cies that used to avoid one 
another are now spotted 
in almost equal measure. 

Barrett-Lennard said 
the changes are not 
alarming, but do need 
further study.

A Roma woman in Bulgaria 
has undergone DNA testing 
and faces preliminaiy char¬ 
ges of child selling as author¬ 
ities investigate if she is the 
mother of a young girl found 
living with an unrelated 
couple in Greece, authorities 
said Thursday. 

Though the tests have yet 
to prove Sasha Ruseva, 35, is 
the biological mother of the 
girl known as “Maria,” the 
woman’s admission that she 
once left a baby behind in 
Greece opened her up to a 
formal investigation. 

Ruseva acknowledged to 


Bulgarian TV that she had 
been questioned about the 
girl, believed to be five or 
six years old, who was found 
during a raid for drugs and 
weapons in a Roma camp 
in central Greece last week. 
Ruseva said she gave birth to 
a girl while working as an ol¬ 
ive picker in Greece. 

The child’s case gained 
global notice. 

Ruseva said she wanted 
the girl back if tests prove she 
is the girl’s mother. 

But she denied taking any 
money for giving up her baby 
to another Roma family years 
ago. 

The preliminaiy charges 
filed against her allow au¬ 
thorities to start an investi¬ 
gation into whether money 
changed hands for the child. 

Greek authorities took 
custody of “Maria” after a 
prosecutor present during 
the camp raid noticed the 
blond, blue-eyed and pale- 


slcinned girl looked nothing 
like the couple raising her. 

A DNA test confirmed she 
was not related to them. 

Ruseva said she rec¬ 
ognized the Greek Roma 
couple in the “Maria” case 
as the same people with 
whom she left her child. 
Ruseva said she gave birth to 
a girl while working as an ol¬ 
ive picker in Greece “several 
years ago,” but that she had 
to leave the child because she 
didn’t have enough money to 
take her home. 

Ruseva has had eight chil¬ 
dren. “I intended to go back 
and take my child home, but 
meanwhile I gave birth to 
two more kids so I was not 
able to go back,” Ruseva said 
on Bulgarian TV, insisting 
that she did not get paid 
for giving up the girl. The 
“Maria” case has spurred con¬ 
cerns about child trafficking 
within the Roma community.

Leaders denounce

European leaders united in an¬ 
ger Thursday as they attended 
a summit overshadowed by re¬ 
ports of widespread U.S. spying 
on its allies — allegations Ger¬ 
man Chancellor Angela Merkel 
said had shattered trust in the 
Obama administration and 
undermined the crucial trans- 
Atlantic relationship. 

The latest revelations that 
the U.S. National Security 
Agency swept up more than 70 
million phone records in France 
and may have tapped Merkel’s 
own cellphone brought de¬ 


nunciations from the French 
and German governments. 

Merkel’s unusually stem 
remarks as she arrived at the 
European Union gathering 
indicated she wasn’t placated 
by a phone conversation she 
had Wednesday with President 
Barack Obama, or his personal 
assurances that the U.S. is not 
listening in on her calls now 

Other leaders arriving for 
the 28-nation meeting echoed 
Merkel’s displeasure. Swed¬ 
ish Prime Minister Fredrilc 
Reinfeldt called it “completely 
unacceptable” for a country to 
eavesdrop on an allied leader. 

Echoing Merkel, Austria’s 
foreign minister, Micheal Spin- 
delegger, said, “We need to 
re-establish with the U.S. a re¬ 
lationship of trust, which has 
certainly suffered from this.”

The FBI is looking into 
whether Yuiy Zaytsev, the 
head of a Russian government- 
run cultural exchange pro¬ 
gram, tried to recmit young 
Americans as intelligence 
assets, a U.S. intelligence offi¬ 
cial told The Associated Press.

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Anti-government ideology a growing concern 


Sovereign citizens? 

Libertarian-inspired 
philosophy said to 
pose threat to officer 
and public safety 


Training for frontline officers 
and better information shar¬ 
ing between police and govern¬ 
ment agencies can help protect 


law enforcement officials from 
potentially aggressive “sover¬ 
eign citizens,” says a newly de¬ 
classified briefing to Canadian 
police chiefs. 

The presentation, prepared 
for a meeting of the Canadian 
Association of Chiefs of Police, 
calls the libertarian-inspired 
philosophy “a growing con¬ 
cern” that poses a “threat to of¬ 
ficer and public safety.” 

Enforcement agencies are 


becoming increasingly waiy of 
sovereign citizens, members of 
the Freeman-on-the-Land move¬ 
ment and other like-minded 
people who resist police and 
government authority. 

Adherents say they shun 
violence and merely want to 
live free of government-im¬ 
posed shackles. 

However, police say those 
who espouse die ideology have 
been involved in numerous 


violent encounters with law- 
enforcement and government 
employees in the United States 
and, to a lesser extent, in Can¬ 
ada. 

Freemen commonly claim 
they do not require a driver’s 
licence, insurance or vehicle 
registration, police say. And ad¬ 
vocates frequently assert a right 
to have weapons for self-protec¬ 
tion, among other things.

Forced labour in 
the cotton fields 
of Uzbekistan 


Threats, brutality. 

Uzbeks must perform 
national duty, which 
the government 
defines as supporting 
the cotton harvest 


In Uzbekistan, this time of 
the year is the cotton harvest. 
It is also a time fraught with 
peril. 

One warm evening this 
month, Safarboy Karimov 
was at a public meeting in 
the western region of Kara- 
kalpakistan where he was 
humiliated by government 
officials for not picking 
enough cotton. At least one 
official said he would be bet¬ 
ter off hanging himself if he 
couldn’t meet the quota. 


A few days later, the father 
of four committed suicide. 
He was found hanging from 
a tree. 

On Sept. 15, Amirbek Ra- 
lchmatov, 6, suffocated be¬ 
neath a heap of raw cotton 
in the Bukhara region, also 
in western Uzbekistan. Amir¬ 
bek had not gone to school 
that day. Instead, he went 
to a cotton field to help his 
mother, who had been “mo¬ 
bilized” by the government 
for the harvest. As she picked 
the white fluffy cotton balls, 
he climbed into a trailer and 
fell asleep. The other work¬ 
ers didn’t notice the little boy 
and dumped raw cotton on 
top of him all day. 

More than 130 apparel 
brands and retailers have 
pledged not to use Uzbek cot¬ 
ton.

The volume of submissions 
doesn’t surprise Nordgren —

Anne Drennan said sexual 
harassment is “taken veiy, 
veiy seriously,” but it’s rarely 
reported.

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B.C. trailer-park nightmare 
finally over for one resident 



‘Overjoyed.’ Stephen 
Chalmers has a new 
home thanks to donors 
from across the country 




As Stephen Chalmers stepped 
into his bright, spacious, new 
1999 fifth-wheel in Langley, 
B.C., on Thursday, he went si¬ 
lent and just took it all in. 

Then, he burst into tears. 

“I live in a palace,” he said, 
his voice quivering with relief 
after having survived nearly 
six weeks in a run-down Surrey 
trailer park without power. 

Chalmers, who suffers from 
multiple mental illnesses in¬ 
cluding depression, was pushed 
to his limit when the landlord, 
K.B. Properties, failed to hire a 
health-and-safety co-ordinator 
for the demolition of the neigh¬ 
bouring Beladean Motel. 

The demolition crew hit 
five hydro wires, and ever since 
then the Beladean Trailer Park 
has been running on unreliable 
generators — and even those 
the landlord failed to provide 
until the city got involved. 

Chalmers wanted to leave, 
but his leaky 1989 trailer was 
too old and broken down to be 
accepted at most other trailer 
parks. 

Realizing how desperate the 
situation was, his sister, Mari¬ 
lyn Chase, started a crowdfiind- 
ing campaign on Fundrazr.com 
with Metro’s assistance. 

Within five days the cam¬ 
paign hit its goal of $5,000. 
Metro then partnered with the 


Travelhome trailer dealership 
in Langley, plus a very generous 
anonymous donor who heard 
Chalmers’ stoiy on Classic Rock 
101 and offered another $5,000, 
to buy him a refurbished, 
family-sized 26-foot trailer. 

On Thursday Travelhome 
staff also surprised Chalmers, 
who fives on disability, with 
plenty of home furnishings, 
such as pots and pans, towels, 
bedding and gift certificates for 
groceries. 

“I’m overwhelmed, over¬ 
joyed, ecstatically happy,” Chal¬ 
mers said, before adding he 
wanted to send a message to 
the donors across the country 


and as far away as Norway who 
made it all possible. 


Chalmers’ message to donors 


“I don’t pass out the 
word love very often, but 
the amount of love that 
you people showed me 
is overwhelming, and 
for that I thank you and I 

lOVe yOU.” Stephen Chalmers 


Chalmers has found a new, 
quiet trailer park to five in, 


and is thrilled that he will be 
reunited with his beloved shih 
tzu, Spaghetti. He has been un¬ 
able to five with her for the past 
two years because his old, leaky 
trailer wasn’t safe for her. 

“It means that I’m not total¬ 
ly alone,” he said. “The love that 
that dog shows me is absolutely 
undying and unconditional.” 

Several local politicians, in¬ 
cluding two members of prov¬ 
incial parliament and Surrey 
city councillor Barinder Rasode, 
showed up to the key handover 
to wish Chalmers well, and to 
promise him they will continue 
to fight for harsher penalties 
for negligent landlords. 


“As we head into the winter 
and you look at serious issues 
like people not having electri¬ 
city or heat, we are working on 
it right away,” said Rasode. 

“We’re hoping in the next 
couple of weeks that we’ll have 
a recommendation (on tougher 
bylaws) from our bylaws de¬ 
partment.” 


Others still without power 


Eight residents with nowhere 
else to go still live at the 
Beladean Trailer Park in Sur¬ 
rey, which has been running 
on generators for nearly six 
weeks since an inadequately 
supervised motel demolition 
knocked the power out on 
Sept. 14 . 


• Program manager of 
emergency shelter Hyland 
House Peter Fedos con¬ 
ducts homeless outreach 
in the area on behalf of 
B.C. Housing. 


• He said the city, the 

Ministry of Social Develop¬ 
ment, and Options Com¬ 
munity Services, of which 
Hyland House is a part, are 
in constant contact about 
the situation. 


• “Everyone is trying to ease 
the stress occurring for 
the residents at the trailer 
park,” he said. 


• “The Hyland House Mobile 
Outreach team is work¬ 
ing with people there to 
see if we can get them 
re-housed in collaboration 
with B.C. Housing and 
everyone who is at the 
table supporting us.”

An immigrant from the Con¬ 
go, by way of a refugee camp, 
was a tad disappointed with 
her appointed volunteer 
doula. 

“She said I want to learn 
English from you but you 
don’t speak Canadian Eng¬ 
lish,” Joan O’Keefe said with 
a laugh at the memory of her 
first client. 

A native Bostonian, 
O’Keefe moved north 50 
years ago, but that stubborn 
accent won’t let go. O’Keefe 
is a Sister of Charity who vol¬ 
unteers with a number of or¬ 
ganizations, but her primary 
vocation is a volunteer doula 
with the Chebucto Family 
Centre. Doulas support 
women through childbirth, 
but unlike midwives, they 
don’t deliver the babies. 

She started her training in 
2009 and has since helped 39 
children into the world. Only 


one of those, O’Keefe said, ar¬ 
rived on their due date. 

“I thought it was a really 
important thing to support 
women through the labour 
and delivery process so they 
had one person with them,” 
she said. “Doctors and nurses 
do shift work, we stay the 
whole time. 

“It’s a real privilege at this 
stage in my life.” 

She explains that it’s all 
about being present. Some¬ 
times she sits for hours in 
silence, other times she 
does what she can to ease 
the pain, like holding the 
women. 

But the process actually 
begins months before the 
delivery. O’Keefe starts a re¬ 
lationship during the preg¬ 
nancy so the family becomes 
comfortable with her pres¬ 
ence. For six weeks after the 
birth, O’Keefe offers her sup¬ 
port for new mothers. 

She said she also tries to 
remember the babies’ first 
birthdays. 


“I’m really like a grand¬ 
mother or great-grand¬ 
mother,” she said. 

Most of the women are 
young, new to the coun¬ 
try, alone or live in poverty. 
O’Keefe said some of the 
women fit in all those cat¬ 
egories. 

Katy, 20, a new mom who 
didn’t want her last name 
published, said O’Keefe 
eased her difficult, and long, 
labour in August. 

“I was really sick the 
whole time,” Katy said. “She 
helped me get cleaned up 
and kept me all nice and 
calm.” 

At age 70, 24-hour labours 
are tiring for O’Keefe, but 
she manages. 

“I really hope I can do this 
for a few more years. I think 
the doula work was like a 
graced moment that I could do 
it at this point in my life. Birth 
is a miracle and a gift, and to 
support people and affirm 
them in this beautiful thing 
that happens is a privilege.”

Loblaw joins Primark in 
paying out factory victims 


Damage control. 

After deadly collapse 
in Bangladesh, where 
Joe Fresh made clothes, 
company pledges to help 
workers and families 


Grocery giant Loblaw Com¬ 
panies Ltd. says it will provide 
long-term financial assistance 
to the victims and families af¬ 
fected by a deadly factoiy col¬ 
lapse in Bangladesh in April. 

The company said Thurs¬ 
day the compensation will go 
to those who worked at the 
New Wave Style factory, which 
produced clothing for Loblaw’s 
Joe Fresh clothing fine. The 
company will also pay three 
months in wages to workers 
until the longer-term funds 
kick in. 

The NewWave Style factoiy 
was one of five manufacturing 


plants in the Dhaka plaza that 
collapsed, killing more than 
1,100 workers on April 24. 

Loblaw did not disclose the 
total compensation amount. 

In addition, the company 
has joined with British cloth¬ 
ing retailer Primark to provide 
financial assistance to workers 
of all retailers in the factoiy 
plaza. 

“Should the other brands 
not step forward and join 
in this funding, we will join 
Primark and immediately 
contribute to the payment of 
three months wages for the 
approximately 3,600 individ¬ 
uals involved, regardless of the 
brand apparel that was being 
produced in their workplace,” 
said Bob Chant, Loblaw’s sen¬ 
ior vice-president of corporate 
affairs and communications. 

The company has previ¬ 
ously donated $1 million to 
Save the Children Bangladesh 
and the Centre for Rehabilita¬ 
tion of the Paralysed, to help

Less talk, more action 


The Counselor. 

Existential speeches 
bog down a promising 
dark crime drama 


Richard: Mark, The 

Counselor is the feel bad 
movie of the year. Bleak and 
hopeless, it’s a crime drama 
that examines the reasons 
and consequences of crime 
instead of focusing on the 
crime itself. It’s a stylish cau- 
tionaiy tale about the worst 
of human behaviour driven 
by greed, lust and hubris; 
a non-action, action movie 
where most of the fireworks 
are in McCarthy’s dialogue. 
Luckily actors like Bardem, 
Pitt and Fassbender are there 
to keep the fuse lit. What did 
you make of it? 


Mark: I’m convinced there’s 
a decent movie embedded in 
this overstuffed, overwrit¬ 
ten film. First, let’s take out 
all the portentous, existen¬ 
tial speeches delivered by 
even the most tangential 
characters. Then, we could 
cut about two-thirds of Mi¬ 
chael Fassbender’s pained 
reaction shots. He looks like 
he’s got indigestion after be¬ 
ing force-fed the script. Oh, 
and get rid of the opening 
soft-core scene between him 
and Penelope Cruz. Then, 
there might be a grimly sar¬ 
donic movie on the order of 
No Country for Old Men. But 
as it is, I could only enjoy it 
for the acting, the scenery, 
and Bardem’s collection of 
80’s Versace shirts. 

RC: I liked it more than you, 
but only by one of Javier Bar¬ 


dem’s crazy Brian Grazier 
hairs. Talky to the extreme, 
the entire movie is built 
around dialogue that sounds 
like it flowed from the hard¬ 
est boiled crime writer out 
there, which I guess Mc¬ 
Carthy is now that Elmore 
Leonard is working from his 
celestial typewriter. Catch 
phrases abound — “You don’t 
know someone until you 
know what they want,” for 
example — but it is wordy. 
Sometimes brilliantly so, but 
the pacing, particularly in the 
first hour, will be thought of 
as hypnotic by some, slow by 
others. My main disappoint¬ 
ment was Diaz, who I didn’t 
think could deliver the dia¬ 
logue. You? 

MB: Diaz was OK because 
she looked the part and that 
got her through some clunky 


line readings. But back to the 
script... the plot is revealed 
slowly, in layers, which will 
not be to everyone’s liking. 
You just know you are in 
the company of some very 
bad people; you’re just not 
sure why. This mysterious¬ 
ness kept me interested 
for awhile; then I started 
counting the speaking parts 
and calculating the budget. 
Even at scale, it must have 
mounted up. And semi- 
famous actors keep showing 
up for only one scene, never 
to be seen again, like Ruben 
Blades. And Richard, was 
that John Leguizamo in an 
uncredited scene? 

RC: Yes! It’s cameo city! 

MB: Fits right in with the 
movie’s aesthetic of more is 
more.

necessarily intentional but 
really helpful. I always find it 
interesting when some actors

Film exec David V. Picker 
doesn’t have the flamboy¬ 
ance of a Robert Evans. But 
his track record is arguably 
even more staggering. As a 
producer, including a stint as 
president of United Artists in 
the ’60s and ’70s, he helped 
bring James Bond to the mov¬ 
ies, as well as the Beatles and 
Woody Allen. His new book, 
Musts, Maybes and Nevers: A 
Book About the Movies, details 
his successes and occasional 
disasters over a lengthy career. 

This is a largely positive book, 
though you do call Robert Alt¬ 
man an unprintable word. 

Some of the people I dealt with 
I had enormous respect for 
and liked. Some of the people I 
had respect for and didn’t like. 
Some of the people I dealt with 
I neither respected nor liked. 

It’s the nature of the beast, but 
in the world of the arts, it’s 
probably even more — how 
should I say? — more colourful. 

Artists don’t always have a 
strong business sense. 

But many do. Even if they don’t 
have good business sense, they 
understand that in order to get 
support for what they do, they 
have to deal with the financial 
reality. Some of them are veiy 


good and extremely caring, 
others — on both sides of the 
table — couldn’t care less. 

The cliche of the ’ 60 s and ’70s 
was there was a greater crea¬ 
tivity than there is now. 

I’m not sure that’s true. There 
was certainly great freedom, 
but I just saw two movies 
in the last few days that are 
fantastic, and they couldn’t 
be further apart in economic 
content. You go see Gravity and 
you go see Nebraska, and you 
see two fabulous movies that 
couldn’t be further apart in the 
economic risks involved and 
the potential gain involved. 


And yet both got made and are 
absolutely fabulous films. 

You mention not only great, 
beloved films you were 
involved with, but also 
disasters. But some, like The 
Fugitive Kind and Electra 
Glide in Blue, have come 
around to some retroactive 
acclaim. Even Ishtar has a cult 
following now. 

Well, that doesn’t make it 
good. I don’t think Ishtar is a 
veiy good movie. The Fugitive 
Kind is a terrible picture. It 
just doesn’t work. That’s my 
opinion. Other people may 
think it’s a classic of some

kind. They’re entitled to think 
that.... The one thing about 
the arts is eveiybody comes 
away with their own opinions. 
Some people look at modem 
art and say it’s just junk. Other 
people look at it and think it’s 
fabulous and interesting. 

You stress how hard it is to 
predict success in the movie 
business. Even James Bond 
— a British series starring a 
then-unknown — was risky. 
Eveiy movie’s a risk. I think 
making Dr. No for a million 
dollars wasn’t a giant risk. 

The difficulty was getting the 
rights. Initially Ian Fleming 
wasn’t going to sell them. Then 
he sold them to somebody who 
couldn’t get it made. Then it 
(came) to us. One of the part¬ 
ners had a deal with Columbia, 
but Columbia didn’t want to 
do it then. 

It’s hard to look back today 
and say, “What do you mean 
they didn’t want to do the 
first James Bond?” But they 
passed and I got it. There’s 
no accounting for how those 
decisions are made, and... it’s 
water under the bridge.

Season three of the mod¬ 
ern Sherlock Holmes mysteiy 
series will begin Jan. 19, PBS 
said Wednesday. It was pre¬ 
viously announced that the 
fourth season of Downton 
will begin Jan 5. 

The scheduling reflects 
PBS’ new strategy of pairing 
dramas on Sunday, part of a 
broader effort to build “flow 
within a given night in our 
schedule,” said Beth Hoppe, 
PBS’ chief programming 


executive. Prime-time viewer- 
ship on Sunday, home to pri¬ 
marily British dramas, grew 
26 per cent last season with 
the new approach, Hoppe 
said, and Sherlock and Down- 
ton Abbey were seen as good 
partners. 

Overall, PBS’ prime-time 
ratings were up seven per 


cent last season compared to 
the year before, Hoppe said. 

Downton Abbey, the hit 
drama about the lives and 
loves of landed gently and 
their servants, will be preced¬ 
ed by a Dec. 1 special, Return 
to Downton Abbey. Hosted by

What’s the process for finding 
a new way to work with a 
familiar property? 

I think it always begins with 
the theme, which always 
seems to be something that’s 


frustrating me about the world 
at the moment. I don’t know 
if there’s any reason to really 
go back to these stories unless 
you find ways to make them 
relevant to modem audiences. 
It’s finding that thing that mat¬ 
ters to me today, then finding 
a way to create conflict in the 
world with that, really. 





You’re using a very particular 
evil that’s prevalent today. 
How did you land on that? 

One of the challenges with 
Dracula is that he’s a super¬ 
natural monster, and I do not 
have much faith myself. So 
wandering in the world of 
the supernatural isn’t terribly 
exciting. 

However, having a charac¬ 
ter bom of some sort of super¬ 
natural damnation and pitting 
him against an organization 
that’s founded on fundamen¬ 
talist principles, that have 
incredibly crazy ideas about 
spreading their religion across 
the globe via holy war seemed 
veiy fascinating to me. It’s the 
conflict between science and 
faith that exists in the world — 
at least in America — today. 

They’re not just fundamen¬ 
talists, though. There’s also 
the oil barons and the one 
percenters represented. 

Well, the Order in this world 
is veiy much the forces of 
conservatism. It’s religion that 
has absorbed capitalism and 
made it part of its religion in 
order to oppress the masses. It 
also allows me to comment on 
my disdain for fossil fuels. 


When you’re pitching this to 
a TV network, how much of 
that do you leave out? 

It’s astonishing, but to NBC’s 
credit, whenever I talked 
about it they asked for more. 

I never felt censored by NBC 
in this regard, and at the end 
of the day just by virtue of 
editing and development some 
references have been left out, 
but it is veiy apparent that the 
villains of this world are the 
fundamentalists, and they have 
veiy specific ideas for what the 
20th centuiy should be, and I 
just happen to disagree with 
all of that. 

When you’re writing a horror- 
based show for network TV, 
what’s the self-censorship 
level? 

Eveiy time I tried to censor 
myself, I was told I didn’t go 
far enough. That’s the bizarre 
irony of network television, 
where we no longer can show 
the amount of skin that we 
did in 1994 when NYPD Blue 
was on the air, but if it comes 
to violence, the threshold is so 
much further down the line. 

So more often than not we got 
to do whatever we wanted in 
the gore factor.

New Orleans hip-hop artist 
Big Freedia is twerlcing his 
way to TV screens. 

The openly gay rapper, a 
representative of the city’s 
vibrant underground music 
scene, debuted his weekly 
Fuse show, Big Freedia: Queen 
of Bounce, earlier this month. 

He’s helped bring bounce 
music — the energetic brand 
of hip-hop born in New Or¬ 
leans that’s conducive to 
the mid-section, hip-shaking 
dance move known as twerlc- 
ing — to the masses. 

“It’s been around for two 
decades. It’s the culture there, 
it’s history there,” he said of 
the dance. 

Last month, Big Freedia 
earned a Guinness World Re¬ 
cords title for organizing the 
most people twerlcing simul¬ 
taneously, with more than 
250 people in New York’s 
Herald Square. The performer 
said his new series, which airs 
Wednesdays, will reveal more 
layers of his personality. 

“They get to see me on a 
more personal level. They get 
to see some of the struggles 
that I go through day-to-day,” 
he said. 

Big Freedia, who has 
opened for the Postal Ser¬ 
vice’s tour this year, discussed 
his music, Miley Cyrus’ twerlc- 
ing and homophobia in hip- 
hop. 

I’ve been hearing that 
twerking is dead. Do you 
agree? 

Twerking is definitely not 
dead. I’ve been twerking 
for the last three years, 
converting one twerlcer at a 
time all around the world. 

Miley Cyrus twerked at the 
MTV Video Music Awards, 
among other places. 

What’s your take on her 
twerking? 

She really didn’t twerlc, you 
know. 

She attempted to twerlc, 
but she didn’t really twerlc 
properly and so people 
were confused and a little 
baffled about the dance 
moves that she did do. 

What is proper twerk tech¬ 
nique?

The 31-year-old is often held

But he’s not always comfort¬ 
able with his status as Canadian 
rap’s cerebral saviour, especial¬ 
ly when a compliment simul¬ 
taneously implies an insult to¬ 
ward his hip-hop peers. 

“It can be a source of frustra¬ 
tion,” he said during a recent 
interview on the patio of a To¬ 
ronto cafe. “The truth is, what 
I do is pretty straight-ahead rap. 
It’s not like Gym Class Heroes 
or something like that where 
there’s this obvious crossover 
appeal. 

“I think to a great extent it’s 
been awesome and a pleasant 
surprise throughout my whole 
career,” he adds of the support 
he’s received. “Even outside of 
music, it’s like a faith in hu¬ 
manity thing, where you’re 
like: ‘Oh cool, people can listen 
really open-mindedly. It’s not 
what they normally listen to 
but they listen closely with an 
intent to empathize.’ 

“And then to some extent 
it’s like, well, hopefully that 
will open your mind up to 
other music that I love, which 
has influenced me, and some¬ 
times people are still closed off 
to that. And I think that’s the 
frustration I was describing. I 
come from a tradition of people 
who do exactly this. I mean, I’m 
doing it in my own way, but it 
comes from a long tradition. 
I’m not really inventing it.”

Vampire 

Doughnuts 

Arrange a stack of honey- 
glazed doughnuts on a large 
serving tray. Use bamboo 
skewer to poke two fang 
holes in top of each, then 
dribble red gel food colour¬ 
ing coming out of the holes 
and down the sides of the 
doughnuts. 



Goblet Grave 

Head to craft store and pick up a 
silicone skull and crossbones ice 
cube tray. Fill each cavity with plain 
Greek yogurt, then use offset spatula 
to smooth the tops and remove any 
excess yogurt from the tray. Freeze 
until solid (overnight is best).Let the 
cubes soften at room temperature 
for several minutes, then remove 
the ice cubes from the tray. Arrange 
cubes in a small bowl set over a 
larger bowl of crushed ice. Serve 
alongside goblets of grape juice. 


Candied Apple Craniums 

Wash and diy 6 apples. Insert large 
candy stick. Set aside. Place 12 ounces 
of white candy melts in heat-safe bowl. 
Set bowl over saucepan of simmering 
water. Stir until the candy has melted. 
Dunk each apple into candy melts, 
spooning up sides and over the top for 
an even coating. Set coated apples up¬ 
right on waxed paper. Use a rolling pin 
to roll out Tootsie Rolls until flat. Use 
a paring knife to cut round eyes and a 
heart-shaped nose from the flattened 



Tootsie Rolls. “Glue” the eyes and nose 
(mount the “heart” upside down) to 
the apples using piping gel or a bit of 
purchased frosting. 


Doughnut Spider 

Set a chocolate glazed doughnut in 
centre of large serving platter. Place 
chocolate cake doughnut against 
it. Glazed doughnut forms spider’s 
body; the cake doughnut is the head. 
Place 2 chocolate doughnut holes on 
top of cake doughnut to form eyes 
(use a dab of frosting to hold them in 
place). Top each doughnut hole with 
dab of white frosting, then gently 
press a chocolate chip into each. 

For legs, arrange three sets of three 
chocolate doughnut holes coming off 



of each side of the “body” doughnut.

It’s Friday and you’re rush¬ 
ing to the wine boutique. 
But, this isn’t an ordinary 
Friday, it’s payday — time 
to pick up something out of 
the ordinary. 

Where do you begin to 
decide what bottle to take 
home? Was 2011 a good 
year in Australia? Was it 
Cabernet Sauvignon or Cab¬ 
ernet Franc that you prefer? 
Hey, check out that bottle 
with the snappy label! 

I recently had a col¬ 
league ask me if there were 
certain wine awards that 
are better than others or if 
they hand out wine awards 
like participation medals at 


an elementary school track 
meet. The fact of the mat¬ 
ter is that wine awards are 
judged by a panel of wine 
experts. 

The experts who judge 
wine competitions general¬ 
ly rate wine outside of any 
given competition. 

The most popular rat¬ 
ings are on 100, 20 or a star 
system. Typically, anything 
over 90 is considered an ex¬ 
ceptional wine with scores 
above 93 being few and far 
between. 

The 100 point scale can 
be a little misleading as you 
will rarely (if ever) see any 
wines that are rated below 
85. This basically leaves you 
with a 15 point score with 
anything over 95 being the 
best of the very best. 

I prefer finding award 
winners when shopping 
for a gem at my local wine 
shop. 

Wine awards are great 
because you fill a room 
with critics and get them to 
agree on which wines are 
great. 

Entering a wine into a 
competition doesn’t guar-

antee a medal. 

Typically, a wine needs 
to get a certain average 
score to qualify for even a 
bronze medal. This is why 
sometimes you will find a 
competition that has mul¬ 
tiple gold medal winners. 

A wine competition with 
multiple winners in any 
category means that those 
wines have hit an aver¬ 
age score decided ahead of 
time, which will qualify the 
wine for a bronze, silver or 
gold medal. 

Competitions are often 
divided by price point as 
well. 

Most competitions are 
also tasted blind, which 
means that the labels are 
hidden from the judges. 

So, you get consensus 
on the quality of any given 
bottle and at the same time, 
the judging process remains 
objective and unbiased.
